THE WOOSUNG TRAMWAY. 

The works of the Woosung tramway, as 
the road approaches completion, have fair] 
aroused the ouriosity of Chinese of al 
classes. During the past week, but espe-- 
cially since Sunday, they have each day 
flocked literally in thousands, not only from 
the Settlements and native alty, but also 
ftom the villages and districts for. miles 
around, along its whole length, The 
streams of visitors are incessant from morn- 
ing till night, and hundreds, of jinrikshas, 
wheel-barrows, and other vehicles, all occu- 
pied, throng the route to and fro, Yenter- 
day afternoon (March 29), for instance, the 
road was almost impassable, so great was 
the orush ; and with laudable enterprise, 
tmsany proprietors of fritit, dake, and ordit- 
aty food stands, and even of peep-shows, 
took up - positions. on the outs of the 
crowd, and appeared to be doing thriving 
trade. The visitora comprised. men, 
women, and children (the latter in large 
nutbers), and all ssemed anaiots to ‘see 
and understand what tho foreigners wero 
doing.- The’ great centre of attrastion 
was the little “* Pioneer,” now engaged in 
running trucks of pebble ballast for. the 
purpose of filling in the interspaces of the 
sleepers; and wherever the engine camé toa 
stop, it was instantly surrounded by dense 
crowds, who gazed at it with wonder, those 
nearest examining every part of its visible 
machinery with attention, and talking and 
gestioulating with an earnestness that muat 
be seen to be believed; strongly reminding 
one of the excitement evinced, by tha 
country people especially, during the ear); 
days of railway conatruction in Rugland, 
Preparatory to starting on {ts brief journeys, 
the Pionver’s whistle was of course sounded, 
and it was amusing to witness the. crowd 
hurrying off in all directions, amid shouts 
of laughter and other tokens of unmistake- 
able delight and a; ae to make way for: 
it, It may credibly be asserted that auch 
asight has never been witnessed in China 
before ; and it affords clear proof that, so 
far as the people are concerned, there 
- would~be-no-obstacle-to the -general~ adop= 
tion of this mode of trausit throughout the

WRECK OF THE BARQUE “ANNIE 
MABEL.” ‘
